He then partook. of the polsoned 
After suffering great 
agony for some tims the murderer and three 
of the children were relleved by death from 
their sufferings. Twoofthe other chiidren 
who also ate of the sweetmeats are in a dying 
condition, and the physicians say there is no 
possible chance of saving them. No reason 
is known for the crime. 


The Shipowners’ Proposition, 


Loxpox, Oct. 23.—The proposed plan of the 
Shipowners’ Federation to have a general 
lay-up of ships tn order to overcome the die- 
tatorial policy of the Seamen’s and Dockers’ 
Union, is not regarded as practicable by lead- 
ing London shipowners, on the ground thetit 
would endanger English commercial suprem- 
acy. The Liverpool owners, however, are 
disposed to risk a lock-out. 

THE SUNDERLAND MEETING. 

Ata meeting ofthe Sunderland branch of 
the Shipping Federation yesterday it was 
stated that the central authority in London 
was arranging for a general lockout should 
the sailors persist in their hostile attitude. 
The Shipping Gazette says on the subject, that, 
should such a desperate remedy be necessary, 
ship owners will have no difficulty in making 
out their case. Tney can slow that their 
business is being ruined by the tyranny of the 
new unionism. The more they acknowledgsa 
the men’s compinations the less strong their 

an thelr. own property becomes. The 

vrospect of an immense federation of every 

trade remotely connected with shipping has 

convinced ship owners that something must 
be done promptiy. It is better to have a 
short, sharp, decisive struggle now than to 
make further surrender at the dictates of men 
as Unscrupulous as they are tyranoical. 

The Times confirms the truth of the state- 
ment that inquiries have been started to 
the practicability ofa general laying up of 
vessels in British ports. It are:: There is 
no feason to suggest why this course should 
be adopted asasettied policy. No decision 
is possible till further meetings like that in 
Sunderland report.’’ 


The Eccles Election. 


Lorpon, Oct. 23.—The result of the Eccles 
election, which transfers the seat from the 
Conservatives to the Gladstonians, was a gen- 
uine surprise to both parties. The interest in 
the contest was intense and for severa! hours 
last evening thousands of persons crowded 
Fleet street awaiting the announcement of the 
vote. When the news came the Liberal ele- 
ment, which greatly predominated, setup a 
tremendous cheer, which was again and again 
taken up as the full significance of the vietory 
would force itself upon the minds of the 
delighted Liberals. Mr. Roby, the 
Liberal candidate, was favored. both by the 
temperance and labor organizations, having 
declared himself for an eight-hour law and 
also for lacal option as to licensing the sale of 
intoxicating liquors and against compensating 
publicans atthe expense of the rate-payers 
for the withdrawal of license. The Irish vote 
in the district, about 600 strong, also voted 
for Roby. The Conservative candidate, Mr. 
Edgerton, bad on his side the influence long 
exercised by his family as extensive owners 
of mines and was supported by the Churop of 
England Tomperance Society.

Seme Interesting Reports on the Progress 
ef Missionary Work by Dr. Walker, the 
State Misstosary—traveled 33,000 Miles 
in One Yoar en e Gospel Tour—Dr. Poor 
of Philadelphia Speaks. 


The second day’s session of the Presby- 
terian Synod of Missouri opened this morn- 
Img at 8:30 o'clock with devotional exercises, 
and the attendance was much larger than 
yesterday. Rev. A. 8. Leonard delivered 
an address on the topic, **The Forward 
Look, in which he glanced into the future of 
the church, ite crand evangelistic work, its 
foreign missions and remarked the pleasing 
increase inthe love of the church and the 
spiritual thought meticed to exist in the 
masses. 

The business session was opened at 9 
o lock with prayer by the moderator, Dr. 
Bullard, and the first order was the Introduo- 
tion of Rev. Dr. D. W. Poor of the Synod of 
Pennsylvania, Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
Cation, and Kev. Dr. H. R. Allen of 
the Synod of Pennsylvania and i  Sec- 
Freedman's Board. These 
gentieomen were golng through the 
the city on their way to Philadelphia when 
they learned that Rey. Dr. Muchmore, who 
was to speak on Ministerial Education, was 
absentand they remained here. 

Rev. Dr. George B. Hays, who has taken a 


most active and prominent part 
in the synod, presented a resolution 
which was adopted by the meeting 


speaking a word of encouragement to the 


young people of the Presbyterian Church, 
who nave shown a iiking for spiritual educa- 
tion by the fooking of young men and women 
under the banner of the Young People’s 
Society of Christian Enmdeavor. To be in 
touch with other denominations,whose young 
members are alsoin the society, the name 
of The Young People’s Society 
of Christian Endeavor’’ was indorsed by the 
meeting and it was decided to promote the 
proper habituating of young people. 

The matters of salaries of officers of the

DR. NICCOLLS’ PAPER. m 

Rev. Dr. 8. J. Nioccolis presented a paper on 
ministerial insurance in which he spoke of 
that organization in Philadelphia which was 
organized in 1759, and bas been relieving the 
poor and distressed ministers, widows and 
children ever since. The organization 
bes grown each year until now it 
isagreat insurance fund, and has done a 
world of good in ite long period of existence. 
The Southern Ministerial Assurance Fund 
merged with the Philadelphia fund, and there 
are now sixty-five Tresbyteries from seven- 
teen State Synods communicating with the 
board with the probable result that they will 
oln. The fund paid out $310,000 this year in 
benefits, against $145,000 last year. Mr. 
Nicholls recommended fthata committee be 
appointed to look into the methods of the or, 
— — and report as soon as possible as 

e thought the fund offered the winisters a 
chance to secure life insurance much chea per 
than any other way. Moderator Bullard ap- 
pointed Rey. O. E. Hart. 

A highly interesting report was made by the 
synodical missionary; Rev. Dr. Alex. Walker, 
who said he had traveled over thirty- 
three thousand miles on railroads during 
the past year in thie State and Arkansas, 
and that this did not include the mile- 
age by other means of travel, a great 
deal of which was on horseback and some on 
foot. He preached the gospel 1 Sunday 
during that time, and as often as he found an 
opportuulty on week days. He put twenty- 
tour new ministers and elders to work in the 

ear. Last yeur he said he found but ninety- 
our ministers, while this year he counted 118. 
Eight new churches bad deen bulit, but 
four more were needed badiy. Church 
have been erected Juring the year 1 
Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph, North. 
Joseph, Maryvilie, katerprise, Garden City 
and Jonesboro, Ark. . New ones are going up 
at Macon, Sedalia, Logan and in the 
city. In the State there are 16,669 
communicants and 561 are new membes taken 
in since last year. He had received $25,966:for 
his work during the year, which was 8,281 
more than last year, and 921,000 of this was 


iven by four churches in * 
ulis, Kansas City and 81. Joseph. 
Though the State had a population 


of. 200,000 negroes only one church in the 
State bad been bulltfor them and that was in 
St. Louis. ov. Dr. Walker pleaded long and 
loud for support to fil the vacancies he 
found, dulld new churches and put four mie 
sionarics on the road to help him open up 
new territory. 

A report on the life of the late Rev. Dr. 
Jonathan PF. Finley, who died last January, 
with a eulogistic biographical sketch, was 
made by Rev. A. S. Leonard and accepted. 
EDUCATION FOR THE MINISTRY. 

‘ Poor, Secretary of the 
Education, * venerabie 
gentieman, who has been in 
the religious harness forty years, stirred 
the ministerial meeting to ite depth by a really 
humorous, but painfolly truthful statement 
of facts On the education of the young men 
for the ministry. He showed where the 
chureh vacancies in the United 
states were increasing each year 
and that tbere were only 4,800 ministers 
and 6,648 churches. The annual supply of 
ministers is 175, butthe death rate is about 
100 per yearandthe remaining seventy-five 
res- 
byterinn Church, but as the facts show, they 
have come from thirteen otber denomina- 
tions. Since the union of 
the North and South churoh 
1,400 ministers had adopted the Presbyterian 
faith aud entered the church. Plainly, but 
kindly, he pointed out the glaring negiect of 
thie fundamental branch of the church, and 
beaged of the Missouri ministers to bestir 
themselves and piunge into the rescue and 
reconstruction of what should be the first ob- 
ject of their consideration, the young student 
and struggling clergyman. *

Second Readiug ef the Non-Partisan Bill in 
thé House. 


CoLumBous, O., Oct. 23.—In the Heuse this 
morning tie bill providing a non-partisan 
Board of Improvements for Cincinnati, to be 
appointed by the Mayor, was read a second 
time and the House refused by a vote of 70 te 
38 to suspend the rules for a third reading in 
order that the bill might be placed on 


passage. The opponents of Gov. Campbell 
endeavored to secure the adoption of a reso- 
lution calling upon the Governor for any evi- 
dence in his possession as to the dishonesty 
of members ofthe Board of Improvements, 
but the resolut lon failed, and the House at 12 
adjourned to 10 a. m. to-morrow. 

Speaker Hysell states thatthe vote on sus- 
pension of the ruies does not indicate that 
the same number of Democratsiu the House 
will vote for the passage of the non-partisan 
bill. What they want ie to either defeat or 
pass the bill and get away by to-morrow. 

In the Senate a resolution was offered to 
appoint a committee of three to investigate 
the charge that the clerk of the Senate had 

urposely detained the non-partisan bill after 

t passed the Senate, thus delaying the work 
of the Legislature. The resolution went over 
under the rule. The Republieans made an effort 
te relieve the Committee on Municipal! Corpor- 
ations from turther consideration ef Senate 
‘bill for the abolishment of the Decennial 
Board of Equalization at Cincinnati. The 
motion failed by a party vote and the Repub- 
licans offered a protest tu be spread upon the 
ournai against the action of the majority in 

angiag up legislation in the committees.

A NOTABLE SALE, 


The Bomerby Collection ef Books, Pictures 
and Furniture. 


Bosrox, Mass,, Oct. 23.—A notable sale of 
books, pictures and furniture was begun yes- 
terday in the auction rooms of Leonard & Co, 
As the property of the estate of the late Gus 
tavus A. Somerby, the collection had a pecnu- 
liar interest to his associates of the Beston 
bar, and to those who love to deive in the an- 


tiquities of the law it had an added interest 
from the fact thatthe library was the careful 
and judicious selection of a learned lawyer 
with antiquarian tastes, who hesitated at no 
expeuseto indulge in his love for curious 
books and pictures and antique furniture. 
Much of the furniture had once been the 
— gre d of Daniel Webster, and a large 
ook-case in one corner of the room was 
familiar to most of the older members of the 
bar as baving for years been in the service 
of these two leading lawye 
of Boston. It is of mahogany and was i 
orted from Kagland. The framed engrav- 
ngs of the Lord Chancellors and Chief Jus- 
tices of Engiand, famous lawyers and distin- 
guished statesmen cover the greater part of 
the walls of the auction room and there are, 
in addition, a large collection of unframed 
portraits. But the most interesting feature is 
the books, representing as they do the pe- 
cullar tastes and idiosyncrasies of their col- 
lector. Some of them date back to a period 
when the common law was to be found only 
inthe reports of cases as recorded in the 
French and Latin languages, familiar only to 
the most learned of the profession. The first 
day’s sale was siimiy attended and prices 
were only a trifie over the original cost. 


A DECLINE IN PRICES. 


The New York Steck Market Falls Sharply 
With Little Trading. 


New York, Oct. 23.—As soon as the stock 
market opened this morning it became ei- 
dent that it would be a dad day forthe bulls, 
as prices began to decline all along ‘the line. 


The fall was not great and wascaused by 
a considerable amount of stock being offered 
for sale, with no buying orders. There was 
no particular effort made to sustain the mar- 
ket, and the decline was unchecked. Sugar 
was the greatest sufferer and also manifested 
the most activity, other stocks being dull. 

Money is easy at bes per cent. The market 
was less active after 1] o’clock and the move- 
ments in prices were less pronounced, but the 
heaviness still remained, and almost every- 
thing reached slight!y lower figures. Sugar 
was active, but the stocks of the general list 
with the exception of St. Paul, Loulsville & 
Nashville, North American and Lackawanna 
were very quiet. The dealings developed no 
feature of Intereag and at noon the market was 
quiet and heavy, generally at the lowest 
prices of the morning. 


Grier Commission Co. Case. 


The case of the Grier Commission Co. 
against K. Dockstader was on trial in Divi- 
sion No. 2of. the Circuit Court to-day. The 


defendant lives in Lenox, Io. He had busi- 
pess with the Grier Commission Co. in the 
spring of 1889, which ended in a debt of 
$1,121.41 to the company. He disputed the 
amount of this debt and offered to settie for 
between $400 and $500, claiming that the 
balance of the loss was due to the failure of 
the Grier Co. to close. his deal according 
to instruction. There was considerable cor- 
respondence and in the end Dockstader re- 
fuse d to pay anything. Suit in attachment. 
was brought and he set up as a de- 
fense that the amount claimed was for 
& gambling debt. He alleged tit 
his orders wore not for the purchase of actual 
ra in, that no grain was ever delivéred and 


none was ever expected. D. F. Grier, who 
was on tue stand this morning, 
raid that though no grain was 
deliverea the Krain would have 


been delivered if demanded and ail the deals 
were represented by contracts for the actual 
delivery of grain. 

A letter was read in evidence written 
by the Grier Commission Co. to Dockstader in 
which the following paragraph occurs: 

It is barely possible that if you wanted to 
take advantage of the laws of Iowa that you 
could throw the claim out of court on the 
basis of its being a gambling transaction

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ON NOVEMBER FIRST 
112 ARMORY KEYS WILL BE HANDED OVER 
TO OBIRF HARBIGAN. 


A Pelice Detail Will Be Asked For te Guard 
the State Property—Arms, Uniforms and 
Stores Valued at Over $10,000—Treops 
Will Diba. 


On Nov. 1 the First Regiment Armory 
on Seventeenth and Pine streets will in all 
probability be permanently closed, the doors 
locked on all the State arms and property 
contained therein, and the keys turned over 
to Chiefof Police Harrigan with the request 
that a police detail be appointed to guard the 
bullaing until the Adjutant General takes pos- 
session of the property reverting to the State. 

This action, which is now definitely decided 
upon, is made necessary by the action of 
the Citizens’ Committee in withdrawing from 
the fnancial support of the local militia, and 
by the fact that Col. C. D. Comfort,command- 
ing the First Regiment, having left the city to 
be absent some weeks, there is no one with 
authority to sanction the State troops remain- 
ing in their present quarters and incurring 
liabilities which there is no prospect of their 
being able to liquidate. 

TURN THE KEYS OVER. 

The decision to turn the Armory keys over 
to Chief Harrigan is the only course open, as 
it would be mest unwise to have the Armory 
without aguard of some description. The 
State property stored there consists of the 
four cannons of Battery A, with thelr full 
equipment of limber chests, caissons, har- 


mess, etc.; several hundred improved 
rifles belonging to the infantry, 
with belts, bayonets and uniforms, 


and a large store of General Quartermaster’s 
and commissary supplies. Altogether the 
State property at the Armory aggregates over 
$10,000 in value, for which bond has been 
given by the various commanding officers of 
companies, and for which they are, in conse- 
quence, responsible tothe Adjutant-General’s 
office. 
The situation has narrowed downto the 
**stoOpping place, and the local troops have 
accepted the fact that it is useless te try to 
remein in the State service. The janitor, his 
assistantand the engineer have been paid 
their salaries to Nov. i and will quit on that 
date. One payment of $275 on the ground 
rent is already due, with no money to 
meetit; the citizens of St. Louis have for- 
mally notified the militia that they can no 
longer furnish the funds necessary to keep 
up the First Regiment; the State Legislature 
cannot possibly reach the militia appropria- 
tion bill before April or May next. With these 
stubborn facts facing them, the regimental 
officers see no alternative but that of 
quitting while they cau do so comparatively 
free of debt, and disbanding the 
troops for lack of maintenance. The result 
will de the leaving its munitions of war al- 
most open to the street unless a police detail 
is appointed to remain on the premises as 
watchmen ,and the disbanding of every militia 
organization in the city. 
NOT EVEN COMPANY ORGANIZATION. 

There has been within the last few weeks 
some talk of company organization being 
kept up after the regiment goes to pieces but 
the general sentimentis against such action 
and in favor of making the withdrawal 
from the State service unanimous and 
final. Since the withdrawal of the 
OCltigens”’ Committee nothing has been 
heard from thc Adjutant-General, and it is 
net known what action the State psoposes to 
take in the militiacrisis. It is generally be- 
lieyed, however, that the regiment will be 
allowed to disbanad as the local troops 
did on another occasion some years ago, 
following the failure of the Legislature to pass 
a militia Dill similar to the one now awaiting 
action. It is thought by many of the officers 
that Adjt.-Gen. Wickham will probably visit 
St. Louis next week with a view to conferring 
with the First Regiment fiel@ and staff on 
plans for tiding over the ‘‘financial strin- 
geney’’ until the Legislature can take some 
action on the militia bill.

Itisthe levers of political bossism and 
the spoils of power that these men are 
after,and notoneof them cares a cent 
for either party or its ticket, except so far 
as it can be made to serve his personal 
purpose. This combine of bosses has a 
ticket of its own, composed of some of the 
nominees on both tickets, and they will 
elect it at any sacrifice of good faith and 
party loyalty. If they spare the good 
men on either ticket, it is because there 
is no other way of effecting their purpose 
to pull their weaker candidates through. 

They are laying the basis for one of the 
most powerful, dictatorial and greedy 
rings that ever preyed upon a city or 
raided the politics of a State. Reaching 
out now for the control of the saloons, 
the Board of Public Improvements, the 
courts of criminal jurisdiction and the 
police administration, their success would 
soon enable them to grasp every symbol 
of power and operate as they please the 
machinery of both parties. If they suc- 
ceed, St. Louis will enter upon an era of 
ring rule worse than she has ever known.

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HOW TO SCRATCH. 


CONTROVERSY AS TO THE PROPER METHOD 
OF PREPARING BaLLOTs, 


Reprblican Candidates Express Suspicious 
That Pehiman’s Fused ‘Is Made of Their 
Assessmests—A Republican Cinb Repu- 
diates Pehimas—Byrae’ Campaiga—Will 


Support Dieckmann—General Political | 


News. 


There is a good deal of confusion being 
caused by the different constructions put 
upon the portion of the new Australian law 
concerning the manner of preparing the bal- 
lot for voting. Some construe it one way and 
some another, 8 

The Recorder of Voters rules that all the 
names voted by any single voter shall appear | 
on one ticket, or in other words shall appear 
on just one quarter of the ballot. In explana 
tion Maj. Williams said this morning: 

Under the old system when you went to 
vote you found four piles of tickets out on the 
barrels in front of the polling place. You se- 
lected your party ticket and it you wanted to 
scratch you did so, and wrote in the name ot 
your candidate; you only voted one ticket, 
you did not vote fragments of baif a dozen. 

It is just so in the present case. You scratch 
out all of the three party tickets except your 
own, then if there are any on your own ticket 
you want to scratch youdo so and substitute 
the name of the candidate you want to vote 
kor.“ 

To illustrate his method Maj. Williams took 
one of the skeleton ballots and crossed out all 
of the Democratic ticket, all of the Union 
Labor ticket and all under the head of nom!- 

nations by electors. Then he said: ‘‘Sup- 
pose you want to vote Dillon in place of 
Weod, you draw a line through Wood’s name 
and write under it that of Daniel Dillion. If 


you want to scratch Sehulenburg you scratch 
out his pame aug write under i the name of 
J. G. Woerner.’’ 

There could be no possible misunderstand- 
ing of how Maj. Williams intends it snould be 

done, 

On the other hand it Is claimed by many 
that the Recorder’s ruling is not iu com- 
pilance with the law. 

That section of the law concerning the 
preparation of the ballot reade as follows: 

WHAT THE LAW 1 
Sec. at = i Voter to Folding Ballot 


ti 

On receipt of hie ballot the elector shall 
forthwith, ana without leaving the ling 
piace, retire alone to one of the places, beoths 
or compart ments provided to prepare his bai- 
lot. Heshall prepare his ballot by crossing 
therefrom the names of all candidates except 
those for whom he wishes to vote, or in case 
of a Dallot containing a constitutional amend- 
ment, or a question to be submitted to the 
vote of the people, by crossing out therefrom 
parts of the ballots in such a manner that the 
remaining parts shali express his vote upon 
questions submitced. After preparing bis baliot, 
the elector shali fold the same se that the fave 
of the ballot will be concea'ed and the sigua- 
tures or the initials of the jadges may be 
seen. He shall then vote forthwith and before 
leaving the pollisg piace. 

The law very piainiy says: 
out therefrom the — of all can 
cept those for whom he wishes to vote. 

The law says nothing whatever about writ- 
ing in names ia place ef names scratehed, nor 
does it specify that all the names voted shali 
be in a group on any particular part of the 
ticket. 

State Senator M. K. MoGrath, who has made 
a very thorough study of the Australian sys- 
tem, says that it is his opinion that all that is 
necessary is to scratch the names not to be 
voted and leave the rest no matter on what 
part of the ballot they appear or no matter 
under which heading. All that is required is 
that there shajl be only one name ior seach 
office left on the ticket. 

The same section which covers the prépara- 
tion of the ballot says: ‘‘After preparing his 
ballot the elector shall fold the same so that 
the face of the ballot will be concealed and 
the Initials of the judges may be geen. If 
the judges write their initials asthe law pro- 
vides, two inches from the top of the ballot, 
the voter cannot fold it so that the face 
of his ballot is concealed because of the qual- 
ity of the paper which has been selected for 
the ballots at the coming election. When the 
ballot is folded the names of the first four or 
five candidates on both the Republican and 
Democratic tickets can be seen through the 
paper almost as plainly as if they were ex- 
posed on the face. Every mark and scratch 
can be seen through the thickness of one fold 
of the paper. 

THE SCRATCHING APPARENT. 

A voter-cannot scratoh a Congressman on 
the present ballot without the judges being 
able to see it very pilainiy. The booths or 
retiring places where the voter will go to 
prepare his baliot will be amply provided and 
will be in numbers to conform with the law, 
which provides that there shall be one box or 
boeth for every hundred voters who voted at 
the last election. This rule has not been 
strictly followed, because since the last 
election the precincts have been in many 
case changed so that the registration had to 
be taken as a basis of calculation instead of 
the vote at the last election. 

BLECTION ERRORS. 

At the last general election for School Di- 
rectors the new eléction law waz in force, 
minus the booths. There were seven candi- 
dates for directors-at-iarge, way three of 
whom were to be eiect The judges of 
election in the Sixth Precinct, Second 44s 
took particular painsto tell every voter to 
scratch four names and vote fer only three. 
At the topof the ticket was a statement that

If at the ensuing election as 
large a vote should be cast in the city as in 
1888 at the presidential election—61,000—and as 
large a percentage of errors committed as at 
the late school election in the Sixth Precinct, 
necessitating the nen-counting ofthe erro- 
neous bDallots,tbhere will be 8,904 votes thrown 
out. It will be a wise politician who can tell 
whether these 8,904 will be mestiy Democratic 
or Republican.

The recent dlecevery of a small-pox case,

custom of houses bullt in the yieiding sell of 
the low countries. Across the brick fronts of 
three of them, darkened by age, that famous 
sea fight is still pictured. The high rousd 
sterne of the sixteenth century craft stand out 
in relief on broad stucco bands. Smokinag 
cannon stick trem their sides. The sea runs 
in great waves. Onthe middie house of the 
three, inseribed between the flag ships, is « 
stanza from an old Dutch song exulting in the 
victory. a 
Since 1578 one might suppose time in Hoorn 
had stood still. The building of a new house 
has been an event of the greatest rarity, for 
Hoorn'’s prosperity is a thing ef twoanda 
half centuries past. and the almost medieval 
dwellings that have accommodated doubig¢ 


the present population, have been more than 
eufficient for the needs of successive genera- 
tions. Now, as when William the Silent was 
struggling against Alva, the ‘‘gaper’’ yawne 
with open mouth above the apothecary’s 
door. Now, as then, above the one portal of 
the Groote Kerk a skeleten is carved in 
stone, and above the otherskulls. Now, as 
then, the trees lean over the canaisand the 
dikes bar out the sea and the windmills seem 
to defend tue town, with their giunt arms. 
Now, as then, the baker's boy biows a blast 
on a twisted horn when the day’s bread comes 
from the oven, and the bouse wives start for 
the hot loaves. This morning the shop next 
door put out a gilt crown decked with box 


leaves in token that the fishing boats bad | 


broug nt lu fresh herrings. The group of boys 


whipping tops under the willows make a 


note like a charge of cavalry when they run 
in their wooden shoes. 

The womea of Hoorn, with their white caps 
and their pleturesque gold hair ornaments, 
form strange groups to the modern eveas 
they gather inthe doerways knitting. Their 
costumes have altered iittie since Sconten 
named Cape Horn for his native town. In- 
doors the ae ways smack strongly 
of bygone times. he old-fashioned Dutch 
pride in caretally ordered rooms and the 

SUBDUED BRIGHTNESS 

of furniture and utensils still holds sway. 
The scrobdbing and polishing is so continuous 
that one wonders the very bricks were not 
long ago rubbed away. From sun up until noon 
the houses which front on the canais have 
their dooryards flied with miscellaneous arti- 
cles which are belag washed end washed again, 
Mervrouw my landiady, apple cheeked ,fiaxen 
haired, stands over her maids while on hands 
and keees they sceur the street, which is 
paved smoothly with bricks and kept almost 
as immaculate from end to end asa kitchen 
floor. The very pigs which lie in the sun by 
the side of it are Dutch pigs, white and tidy. 
They are tethered by chains fastened to 
staples near the door stones, and leok as if 
they had valete to bathe and comb them. 
Once or twice a week a little open space at the 
entrance to the town is filled with mattresses, 
feather beds and biankets. The contents of 
all the bedrooms in Hoorn seew to beemptied 
into it for wholesale airing and beating and 
sweetening. Fifty women are sometimes 
busy with switches at once, and the scene is 
curieus and animated. 

Mevrouw, my iandiady, has an especial hor- 
ror of spiders. The energy with which she 
hunts them ts sometimes destructive of com- 
fort, but one morning she admitted me to the 
sacred precincts of her kitchen, and from that 
moment all was forgiven. The high room, 
with its huge oak celling beams, isa the largest 
in the establishment and indubitably the 
finest. It pleases one to picture the zeal and 
zestof housewlfery to which it has given 
scope for-more than two centuries. The Dutch 
version of a modern range bas been set in the 
throat of the old chimney, but the projecting 
hood, of much sucha shape as one may still 
sce ina few houses near Brooklyn and ina 
Albany, is partially open. giving one a giimpse 
upward at the sky. The floor is lald with 
bricks and the walls are tiled in biue and 
white in quaint patterns of windmilis, 0:4 
Dutch soidiers, tubby Dutch fishing boats and 
cattle in pastures. 

In one corner isacircular staircase leading 
to the floor above. The kitchen is so much in 
honor abeve ether appartments, being the 
shrine of the most sacr culinary mysteries, 
that it exceeds in height the otber rooms and 


in one corner is a door openin 
within which one gets a glimpse of white 
draperies. How the bed was introduced into 
the closet, unless, like the bunch of grapes in 
the bottle, t grew there, is beyond telling, 
fer the fine linen curtains hang m an oval 
piece above its middle, which expands above 
them into a somewhat rudely carved model of 
a ship, too big, it - would seem, to go through 
the doorway. From this oval piece is sus- 
pended a cord with aconvenient ring handle 
to lay hold of for help ia getting up ona 
sleepy morning. 

The most interesting room in a North Hol- 
land house is the attie, which is used almost 
invariably as a linen storereom. Even in 
these degenerate days the chests are kept full, 
though the linen which is in constant use is 
not stored in drawers or boxes, but piled 
under the high sloping roof on shelves. On 
the last occasion when I followed Mevrouw up 
stairs she had underwear enough for half a 
a regiment out of its coffers hung on lines in 
the huge dim room airing. 

To get an idea of home life as it is in Hol- 
land outeide the cities, one should see some- 
thing of the farm houses as they lie alonz the 
Canais in North Holland, each set back a little 
from the waterwuy and cut off from the world 
by its own little moat and often its ewn tiny 
drawbridge. The grasing land which lies 
about it may be treeless and monotonous but 
the farm bouse bas on all 
four sides its heavy screen of willows. The 
roof is thatched, except in front, where tiles 
and thatch are combined in odd and often 
eluberate patterns. ‘‘Werk en Lust’’ (work 
and pleasure) ‘‘Zomer Lust (summer joy), 


in autumn must have 


or some equally characteristic Duteh motto is 
inseribed on the walls of the gate posts, and 
everything is so washed up and picked up 
and dusted that it would seem the very leaves 
cempunctions about 
falling and so adding to the tasks of the yard 
sweeper. Helland isthe only coustry on the 
Continent where women udo not work in the 
felds, the heart and soul even of the peasant 
going allthe more zealously into the concoc- 
tion of cinnamon cakes (‘*Kaneelkoekjes’’ 
and poffert es.) As years go by one 
nation becomes more and more like another, 
but the Dutch housewife retains still much of 
her old character. 


“STATE Loss.“ 


Civil Service Cemmissioner Reosevelt Will 
Give the Matter Attention, 


WasHincTor, D. G., Oct. 23.—Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner Roosevelt said to-day that 
he did not feel at liberty to talk on the sub- 
ject of State clubs now being organ; 
ized in the several executive depart- 


ments fer the purpose of taking part in the 
campaign. He had given the matter 
some consideration, but had not 
yet reached the polnt where he 
could intelligently discuss bis opinions and 
conclusions in regard to this new phase of the 
olitical methods of the administration. 
e would probably give the public the views 
of the commission on the subject to-morrow. 
It ie learned, however, that Mr. Roosevelt 
has drafted a letter on behalf of the com- 
mission to the chairman ot these 
„„State clubs, in whicb their at- 
tention is called to certain considerations in 
connection with theexistence inthis city of 
political clubs, which they assert 
are composed of members 
Government departments. 

The letter will say that it appears that 
both parties have these organizations and the 
usual course is to get all the Government em- 
loyes from certain States who be- 
ong to one political party in 
an association, which is then known by the 
name ef the State to which they belong. The 
commission says that it ie noteworthy that at 
present the activity in these 
associations is almost confined to 
those who are avowedly Republican, 
whereas they were intormed that the direct 
reverse was the case under the last adminis- 
tration, and that these political clubs 
do not dare to openly exist when 
the party to which they belong is 
not dominant. The letter warns these clubs 
that criminal proceedings will be instituted 
against their membeis if they breac tue lav.

There are three or four conduit bills 
in the House of Delegates, but the 
passage of them would of no 
material benefit as there fs no law compelling 
any one to go into the conduits after they are 
down.

The battery 
overcoves all the shortcomings of other stor- 
age battertes which baye been tried here and 
proved fallures, and there appears to be no 
question of its practicability. It has greater 
power than any other storage battery, and is 
not mure than half the weight. There is no 
complicated machinery about it to get out of 
order, and by using carbon wheels instead of 
brushes, Mr. Jackson does away with friction 
and saves one-fourth the power. The 
motor can run a car all day without 
becoming heated as other motors 
do, and its batteries run ten 
hours without being replenished. By using a 
rubber battery instead of solid plates, r. 
Jackson gets more power and hasa battery 
which Is notinjured by charging or discharg- 
ing. It is guaranteed that at least 90 per cent 
of the current piaced in the battery can be 
taken out, and tae battery is also guaranteed 
to run five years without wear and tear of 
more thanS per cent. A multiplying mag- 
net is used by Mr, Jackson, which gives his 
motor great advantage over others in the way 
ofaccimulating power in small space. He 
also has a level purchase and gets his power 
direct, while other motors get a side 
pull as the armature turns to the 
magnet, and thereby lose one-fourth 
of their power. Mr. Jackson’s motor also 
does away with the gearing, which has to be 
changed ona streetcar about every month.

A FRESH GRIP. 


THE SUGAR TRUST STRENGTHENED BY THE 
M’KINLEY BILL. 


A Reduction ef Duties Accompanied bya 
Peculiar Change of Standard — Free Sugar 
fer the Trust but Not for the Consumer 
—Fereign Competition Impossible. 


The McKinley tariff bill, in that feature of 
its provisions affecting the sugar trade, has 
clesed the markets of this country against 
foreign competition almost as utterly as 
though it had declared the product of foreign 
refineries contraband, and has strengthened 
the grip of the Sugar Trust upon the consumer 
to an extent that could not have been com- 
passed in any other way. Thatis what deal- 
ers say. 

Following the great shout that went up di- 
rectly after the passage of the bill, tothe 
effect that the power of the sugar barons had 
been broken by the practical abolishment of 
the duty on sugar, the above statement ap- 
pears startling at fret sight. It is susceptibie 
of proof, however, and the figures proving it 
have been under consideration by the whole- 
sale grocers of St. Louis and of the country at 
large fer some weeks past. ‘‘Free sugar’’ was 
a cry that meant tremendous increase of bus! 
ness caused by increased consumption, and 
when the McKinley bill was pointed to as put- 
ting sugar practically on the {rbe list, it was 
studied with pleasurable anticipations of its 
effects by the heavy dealers in sugar through- 
out the entire country. 

The result of that study, and of a hypothet- 
ical experiment as to the workings of the new 
tariff, have forced the belief that sugar is by 


no means on the — list, practically speak 
ing, and that the 2 Trust has get in ite 
front an impregnabl wall of protection, not 
astone of which bas been loosened by the 
tariff! tinkering resulting in the McKinley 
tariff. W holesale grocers have yet 
to see the promised relief from the 
grasp of the trust, and some idea of the luflu- 
ence wielded by that gigantic combination 
and the three outside companies which a 
in strange harmony with the leadership, 
conveyed by the fact that while realizing We 
baseless nature of the claim made that the 
passage of the Mchinley bill meant the 
death of the Sugar Trust, sugar dealers are 
extremely carefal about expressing 
their honest convietions 
subject for publication. 
for this timidity is apparent from a business 
point of view, butits effect promised at one 
time to be deplorable as withhoiding from the 
public knowledge the real facts of the rela- 
tion between the new tariff and the great 
combine which it was supposed to crush out 
of existence. 

FACTS FROM DEALERS. 

The following facts, gained in local com- 
mercial circies and supported by the private 
views of prominent wholesale grocers, throw 
a new and surprising light upon the situa- 
tion. 

During the preliminary Senate and House 
work on the various features ef the McKinley 
Dill tue cry from the Republican architects of 
that remarkable measure was thavthe ‘‘lower 
grades ofsigar were to be put on the free 
Ist. This meant, if honestiy carried out, a 
boid and decisive blow against 
the trust monopoly of Amer!l- 
can markets, and an incalculable 
benefit to the consuming public. The Senate, 
in ite consideration ofthe tariff, urged the 
placing ofa dutyon the grades of refined 
sugar of 3-10 cents per pound on grades run 
ning from Nos. 8 to 16 Ofrefined sugar, aed 
of 6-10 on ail grades above No. 16. The grades 
were to be established only by what is known 
as the Dutch standard of color. 
Below the color grade 13, sugar 
would be made free. The House 
argued for free eugar up to No. 16 grade, with 
a duty of ½ cent on all grades above. The 
bill as passed made sugar free on all grades 
below 16, with the duty on higher grades 
placed at 6-l0 of acent per pound. At first 
sight this action appeared to be the actual 
abolishment of a protective tariff on the lower 
krades of sugar, and a reduction of the 
duty on the higher grades 80 
eweeping that it opened the American 
sugar market to foreign competition. ‘The 
ola tariff had imposed a tax of z cents per 
pound on ‘‘sugar testing not less than 90 deg. 
by polariscope, from beets, sorghum or 
sugar cane, and a duty of I cents per pound 
on sugar testing not less than 80 deg. by the 
polariscope,’’ this duty applying to any grade 
of sugar imported into the United 
—— The contrast between a duty 

2 cents or 1% cents 
pound. and free sugar up to the grade of No. 
16 color test, with only a 6-10 duty on grades 
above, was certainly most pronounced, and 
made a strong basis forthe Republican argu- 
ment that the ‘‘MeKiuley bill vas a death- 
blow to the Sugar Trust. 

Unfortunately for the consu mer, 
same time the old tariff on 
was removed, the polariscope test 
was also abolished, und the Dutch 
standard of color udopted, a change about 
which not much was said, but in which lay 
such security and continued protection for 
the Sugar Trust that it could afford to laugh at 
the death biow’’ argument, and relax not 
one muscle in its grip upon the markets of 
the country. Astudy of the effects of this 
change of standards shows most significant 
results. 

Under the workings of the ‘‘polariscope 
test system, ull sugar, no matter what its 
color, paid a duty based upon its succharine 
strength, as determined by the polariscone. 
Under the color standard the saccharine qual- 
ities of the sugar have no bearing whatever in 
establishing its dutiable standard, the sole 
test being that of celor, decided by the Dutch 
standard, adopted years ago by the refineries 
of Holland, which were at one time the lead- 
ing sugar preducers of the world. 

THE EFFECTS. 

The imiaeediate and undeniable effect of this 
Change is: First, thatthe Sugar Trust puts 
free of duty their raw sugar, which under the 
polariscope test system would have shown a 
saccarhine strength of 80 or 90 degrees, and 
so paid a duty of 1% to z cents per pound, but 
which underthe color test falls far below 
the dutiable standard, being in 
its crude state almost black. 
The cost of refining this raw sugar, contain- 
ing provably the highest degree of saccharine 
strength, up to an equally high standard of 
color, is comparatively slight, und with the 
proper color attained, the Sugar Trust has a 
grade of refined sugar which enteres the coun- 
try duty free, but which then comes under 
the 6-10 protective taritf. This is how the Me 
Kluley bill affects the Sugar Trust side of the 
question. 

The second feature of change from the po- 
lariscope test to the color standard relates to 
its effects on foreign refiners of sugarin their 
attempts to compete forthe American trade, 
and las the most remarkable feature of the 

-*death-biow’’ warfare waged by the McKinley 
bill against the Sugar Trust. To compete at 
all in American markets the foreign refiner 
will, it is said, have to ship 
a "grade of refined sugar that 
reaches the dutiable standard, and this comés 
into competition with the free suwar of tne 
American refineries. With the first cost of 
mavufacture said on good authority to be, if 
anything, in favor of the great and improved 
plants owned by the Sugar Trust, the foreign 
refiner thus comes into a market with ruinous 
odds against him. If he would continue 
to compete, the oeoffects of the com- 
petition would be most benoficial to tne 
Awerican consuming public, but with the 
peculiar workings of the color standaru 
against him, the foreign suger refiner is 
placed injtbat position where the moresugar he 
sells in American markets the worse off he is. 
The Sugar Trust, getting its sugars duty free, 
can cut just enough under his prices to make 
the business unprofitable, and drive him from 
the field Ose or two attempts 
to gain a footbold on American 
markets under the workings of the McKiniey 
bill, will, itis said, convince foreign meer 
refiners that the American Suxar Trust is as 
effectually protected under the new as under 
the old tariff. It is stated positively to the 
Post- DisParcn * a gentieman of many years 
experience in trade, tbat it is to-day 
fora foreign sugar re- 
finer from any market of the world to enter 
the American field and make II in competi- 


With competition no nearer the 
consumer er the workings of 9 new 
tariff than it was under shat ef the 
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be permanently lowered. There was 
four great controlling factors in 
the American sugar trade, viz.; 
the Sugar Trust, the Ciaus Spreckels rofluery, 
and those of larrison, Frazer & Co. and A. C. 
Knight of Philadelphia. With these four 
great refineries in actual competition with 
each other, the effect under the new tariff 
would be to keep the price of refined sugar 
down to such a point as was barely sufficienta 
to keep out foreign competition. Itis said, 
and certainly believed with good reason, 
by the wholesale grocery trade, that there is 
an understanding between the great quartette 
as complete in effect as would be any com- 
bination or business contract. One instance 
of their will be found 
significant.

ONE INSTANCE. 

A yearago,in August or September, 1889, 
at the very time when Spreckels was posing 
as the antagonist of the Sugar Trust 
to the death, the Trust and its 
three ‘‘competitors,** Spreckels, *

the outside refiners were honest in 
their statements of fighting the Sugar 
Trust, why should they have taken 
such an enormous profit, or how could such a 
profit have been possible, save by a most un- 
doubted agreement and understanding be- 
tween the four concerns? The suggestion of

INDIAN SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


Chiet Perryman’s Message to the Council of 
the Creek Nation. 


PARIS, Tex., Oct. 23.—The following isa 
synopsisfof the message of Chief Perryman to 
the Council of the Creek Nation now in ses 
sion at Ogtinulgese: 

That a close and intimate feeling of unity 
which has always existed among the various 
tribes of Indians arising froma common ori- 
gin anda common destiny has been greatly 


disturbed in the past few years. The Con- 
gress ofthe United States has enacted a law 
by which the Western tribes are fast alloting 
their lands preparatory to admission as @iti- 
zens luto the American Republic. The five 
civilized nations are not without danger from 
outside influences. The relationsip existing 
among those nations ts clearly defined in their 
international compact, but even this relation 
ship has been seriously disturbed by an act of 
Congress extending the jurisdiction of the 
territorial courts-over controversies between 
citizens of the different ‘hations. There has 
been introduced in, Congress also a Dill 
autborizing the Territorial Courts to allot and 
assign to each citizen of the nations who be- 
comes a citizen of the United States, under a 
former aet of Congress, nis pro rata share of 
the lands ot his tribe. Thus the rights, priv- 
ileges and — of the flve mations are 
intrlaged upon and curtailed at almost every 
session of Congress. It would hardly be fair 
to charge Congress with malhce toward the 
Indians or wilful disregard of their interests. 
The general policy of the Government toward 
the Indians is one of humanity” and 
charity. No reasonable person would 
contend that Congress would' maliciously 
blot out any Indian tribe from the face of the 
American continent. The fault lies in the ig- 
norance ofour would-be benefactors as re- 
gards the true condition and needs of the In- 
dians. This Congress, through its misdirect- 
ed zeal for the betterment ofthe condition of 
the Indians, has handicapped our most laud- 
able efforts for self-government and self-pre- 
servation. Unceasing vigtiance is the only 
hope of our existence. The Congress of the 
United States must be constantiy informed 
of our condition and must be continually re- 
minded ofthe sacred treaty obligations she 
has entered inte with main.the It ie 
recommended, therefore, that a strong dele- 
gation be sent to Washington to represent 
ournation during the next session of Con- 
gress. 


THE FLAMBEAU INDIANS, 


Agent Leahy Repliesto the Charges Made 
by the Chiefs. 


ASHLAND, Wis., Oct. B. —Indlan Agent 
Leahy of the La Pointe Reservation meets the 
formal charge of chiefs that he sent to Wash- 
ington a fraudulent allotment in severalty 
list, with the declaration that the list he sent 
In was prepared by Dan Sullivan, the Govern- 
ment farmer on the Flambeau reservation, 
and approved by a céuncil, including the 
objecting ehiefs. The complaint of the chiefs 
and anew allotment list have been forwarded 
to Washington and an investigation will fol- 
low. Mr. Leahy says forcibly that whisky 
sellers and other disreputable characters 
constantly found onthe borders of the res- 
ervations are responsibie forthe attack. Tne 
investigation will take so much time, be says, 
thatthe Indians will be unable to do any- 
thing on their allotments this winter and 
much suffering among the women and oh 
dren will result, with perhaps arepetition of 
last winter’s scenes, when dozens died from 
exposure.

D. Barnes, one of the directors, said: We 
are making our apnual inspection tour and 
have been carefully over all our lines 
and branches and have found everything 
in a most satisfactory condition. We are hard 
at work improving our line, especially in the 
Allegheny region, wherethe object has been 
to do away with the curves as far as possibile 


and ebtain as straight a line as circumstances 
will admit. 


ST. LOUIS SHIPMENTS. 


There is one thing that has attracted the at- 
tention of the officers and directors within 
the lasttwo or three years, and thatis the 
wonderful increase in shipments to and from 
the Southwest. I know of no section of the 
country that is developing so rapidly or is in- 
creasing ite sbipments in the same 
proportion, The a mount ot freight 
shfpped via St. Louis is far greater 
than it ever was before, but the principal 
increase has been In the shipments to this city, 
which are now over 50 percent laiger than 
they were three years ago. Shippers inform 
our freight agents that instead of buying 
directiy from them, that the merchants of the 
Southwest are making St. Louis their bead- 
quarters, and that therefore the shipments to 
St. uls have grown proport‘onately. A 
great deal of this kind of business that used 
to go to Chicago is now coming te this 
city, and the drift in this direction is 
becoming more marked every day. The 
importance of st. Louis as regards the Penn- 
sylivania Rallroad was never so great as it is 
at present, but unless all signs fail the present 
shipments will be small compared to those 
that will be made within the pext two years. 

AN EXCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 

»The eastern lines that have good St., Louis 
connections are in a particularily fortunate 
position to-day, ae their business is increas- 
ing im a wav that can be duplicated in no 
other part of the country. Tne building of a 
second bridge cannot falito immeasely benefit 
this city, as the growth ef trade 
has rendered 0 singte avenue of 
communication between the east and 
the west banks of the Mississippi inadequate 
to meet the requirements of commerce, and if 
lower rates of toll are fixed, much bulky 
freight that formerly sought other channels 
Will come here. ‘The increase in the east- 
bound freights igs even more marked than 
that in the west-bound, and nearly all of it 
comes through St. Louis. This of course 
means that those who have wore to sell will 
be able and willing to buy more, and the out- 
ook for St. Louls, judging from tue railroad 
traffic, is most excellent.’’ 

The party will proceed east from this city, 
and expect to reach Philadelphia by Satur- 
day. 


THE CLEWS CIRCULAR, 


The Exciting Events of the Past Week Ad- 
mit of No Satisfactery Explanation. 


The circular issued by Henry Clews this 
week contains the following on the Gnancial 
situation: 

The exciting eveats of the past week on 
the Stock Exchange admit of no other sa tis- 
factory explanation. Liquidation has reached 


almost everything from the top of the list to 
the bottom, but has been especially active in 
the newer stocks. it would be premature, as 
yet, to say whether the process. is 
wholly eompleted. It is certain that the 
transfers of stocks most suspected of being 
weakly beld have been very large, and yet, 
do far they have involved no open disaster. 
The points of greatest weakness have 
showrn more power of resistance 
then was expected, and aitogeiher the way in 
which the market has met the Pressure of 
realizings apen large bloeks of stocks implies 
u reserve of resource which has materialiy 
nelped to sustain confidence. There are 
sound reasous why this should be the case. 
For while, in the nature of its causes, the 
Present situation resembles that which cal- 
minated in the great break-down at the mid- 
dle of 1884, yet within lis te years there has 
been nothing approaching the extent of gen- 
era! speculative deranyement that had existed 
previous to 8, nor has the recent ovyer-con- 
struction of railroad gone to anything like the 
excesses of mileage or of over-capitalization 
that prevailed inthe former period. During 
late years, the seneral trade of the country has 
been conducted in a conservative spirit, and 
for much ofthe newly-buitt road there has 
been a certain measure of legitimate need in 
the unprecederntedly rapid development of our 
material resources. The great lig: idation that 
continued from May, 1854, to June, 1885, purged 
attairs of the last remnants of derangement 
consequent upon the war and prepared the 
nation for tue vast etrides of progress that 
have been made within the last five years. 
Properly speaking, therefore, the excesses for 
which we are now paying the penalty have 
been the excesses Of Vigorand not of weak- 
ness. For this reason we are in ua position to 
meet the current reaction with a compactness 
of resource that we have never before pos- 
sessed under similar situations; andthe pro- 
cess of readjustment may therefore be expect- 
ed to proceed with rern more 
smoothness and exemption from disaster. 
Moreover, the reaction has set in 
at a period of corn parative quiet 
in speculation atthe Stock Exchange and has 
begun not with aninflated but a moderate 
range of prices for et.cks, Also, it isto be 
considered thatthe position of the bunk re- 
serves permits a hope that no stringency in 
the money market muy seriously aggravate 
the difficulties in the stock myrket.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 23.—At the State 
Convention of the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association, held Tuesday, the delegates 
adopted a memorial addressed to Levi P. 
Morton, as Vice-President of the United 
States, praying forthe passage of the ‘‘Pad- 
dock Pure Food Bill.“ The memorial is as 
follows: 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 21, 1890. 


To Hon. Levi P. Morton, President of the Senate 
of the United States: 


The undersigned, delegates 
Convention of the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit 
Association of the State of IIIinois held this 
day at Springfield, Ill., most respectfully pre- 
sent this their petition to the Senate of the 
United States, praying for the speedy passage 
of Senate Bill No. „991. commonly 
known as the Paddock pure food bill, 
which bill was introduced in 
behalf of the Farmers’ Alliance of Nebraska, 
by Hon. A. 8. Paddock, a Senator of that 
State and chairman ofthe Agrieultaral Com- 
mittee of the Senate. Sald Dill, if passed, 
will prevent the adulteration and misbranding 
of food and drugs. Senator Paddock, in his 
able report No. 1366 on the bill, states That 
of 376 articies of diet im dally use in every 
household 255, or more than two-thirds, were 
found to be aduiterated.’’ 

The adulteration and sale of these counter- 
feit articies of food, depresses and lowers the 
price of the bonest and 822 food products 
ofthe farmer. The Paddock bill is therefore 
in the interest of the agricultural! classes, and 
while it allows free competition, it compels 
all food products under heavy penalties to be: 
first, healthful; second, plainly and honestly 
branded; third, of —— quality and 
strength; fourtu, not doctored; fifth, not 
counterfeit; sixth, made from proper sub- 
stances; seventh, free from any adulteration 
whatever; and we therefore pray for its 
speedy passage. 

We earnestiy oppose, however, the passage 
of the Conger compound lard bill, whicn 
places a tax on compound lard and prohib- 
itory restriction on the sale of. the same and 
increases the number of revenue officers of 
the country. 

The reasons for our opposition to the Conger 
bili are as follows: First. It singles out only 
one article which it alleges is adulterated 
and provides no remedy for the 265 other 
articles asset forth and provided for in the 
Paddock Dill. 

Second. It increases the number of revenue 
officials of the 8 We already have 
over 100,000 office holders who are eating up 
the substance of the tax payer. 

Third. The Conger iard bill was introduced. 
at the request of a Boston pork packer; the 
Paddock bill at the instance of the Farmers’ 
Alliance of Nebraska. The Conger bill is sup- 
ported by all the pork ers of the count 
and by the Big Four of Chicago. It wit
